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\l.\\    AUDIO-VISUAL  ROOM  IS 

OPENED  IN  FROST  IU  [LDING 


For  the  past  month  a  new  addition  to  the 
school  facilities,  the  Audio-Visual  Room,  has 
been  in  operation.  Situated  in  the  basemenl 
of  the  Frost  Building  with  a  capacity  of  fifty 
people,  this  adequately-equipped  room  pro- 
vides better  facilities  for  sound  and  visual 
education,  chiefly  in  the  teaching  of  English 
and  vocabulary  building.  To  prepare  the 
room  for  its  use,  new  acoustic  tile  had  to 
be  put  in,  black-out  curtains  hung  at  the 
windows,  bulletin  and  blackboards  installed, 
and  storage  space  for  equipment  provided. 
The  equipment  includes  an  opaque  projec- 
tor, two  sound  projectors,  and  a  projector 
for  slides  and  film  strips,  a  record  player, 
and  one  permanent  and  two  portable  screens. 
As  more  and  more  films,  slides,  and  filmstrips 
are  acquired,  a  library  will  be  developed  and 
kept  under  Mrs.  Thurlow's  care  in  the  li- 
brarian's workroom. 

Throughout  the  year  the  majority  of  the 
junior  and  senior  English  classes  will  spend 
at  least  one  period  a  week  in  the  Audio-Visual 
Room.  The  vocabulary  building  teachers  will 
show  their  reading  improvement  films  there. 
The  Audio-Visual  Room  will  provide  a  place 
for  lectures  and  demonstrations  in  science, 
history,  and  languages. 

The  room  was  officially  opened  on  Sat- 
urday, November  15,  when  Miss  Barbara 
Wriston  of  the  Museum  of  Fine  Arts  in 
Boston  gave  an  illustrated  lecture  on  Roman 
Architecture  for  the  fifty-two  members  of  the 
senior  English  courses.

FLEEING  FUGITIVE  SHATTERS 

SUNDAY  CALM.  ELUDES  CAPTURE 


On  a  calm  Sunday  afternoon  in  late  Octo- 
ber the  study  efforts  of  many  Governor 
Dummer  students  were  interrupted  by  the 
sight  of  a  strange  man  in  sweat  shirt  and 
blue  jeans  running  across  the  campus  fol- 
lowed by  a  policeman  firing  into  the  air.  A 
large  group  of  students  was  soon  close  be- 
hind the  policeman;  and  the  two  State  Police 
cars,  which  had  arrived  on  the  scene,  were 
soon  joined  by  a  car  from  the  local  By  field 
police  department. 

The  fugitive,  wanted  for  the  crowbar  attack 
of  a  Westbrook,  Maine,  businessman,  had 
left  the  Newburyport  Expressway  on  Central 
Street,  abandoned  his  stolen  car  behind  Phil- 
lips Building,  and  fled  into  the  kitchen  wing 
of  the  building.  Guided  by  the  obliging  kitch- 
en help,  he  ran  out  the  front  door,  across 
the  Mansion  House  lawn  and  into  the  woods 
behind  Ingham.  Although  police  surrounded 
the  woods,  the  fugitive  escaped  under  cover 
of  darkness.

EFFIGY,  SOLEMN  RITES  OBSERVED 


The  first  rally  of  the  fall  term  was  held 
in  Lang  Gym  on  the  Friday  night  before 
Parents'  Day,  October  24,  in  preparation  for 
games  on  the  following  day  with  Tabor 
Academy  in  soccer  and  Groton  School  in 
football.  Soccer  Captain  Scott  Cappel  spoke 
on  behalf  of  the  soccer  team  and  Captain 
Randy  Light  spoke  for  the  football  team.  In 
addition  Mr.  Sager,  former  football  coach, 
talked  about  football,  and  Harvey  Hayden  '58 
returned  from  Union  College  to  speak  about 
the  game  of  soccer.

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EDITORIAL 


It  is  extremely  difficult  lo  envisage  goblins, 
specters,  and  the  like  existing  among  the 
well-kept  buildings  of  Governor  Dummer 
Academy.  Perhaps  scientific  reasoning  has 
overshadowed  the  basic  fear  of  the  unknown 
leaving  apparitions  to  the  imaginations  of 
children.  Nevertheless,  stories  occasionally 
echo  out  of  the  past,  imparting  a  feeling  of 
curiosity  and  wonderment  to  the  most  con- 
servative   listener. 

Reaching  back  into  the  elaborate  history  of 
the  Academy,  many  tales  can  be  found  that 
concern  the  supernatural.  One  of  them,  quite 
naturally,  deals  with  the  founder  of  this  in- 
stitution, Lieutenant-Governor  William  Dum- 
mer. It  seems  that  in  regard  to  the  old  custom 
of  carrying  one's  newly-wed  over  the  thresh- 
old of  the  front  door.  Governor  Dummer 
not  only  fulfilled  tradition,  but  improvised 
a  good  deal  on  it.  Mounted  on  a  white  steed, 
he  transported  his  young  bride,  Katherine 
Dudley,  over  the  threshold  of  the  Mansion 
House  and  up  the  flight  of  stairs  leading  to 
the  second  floor.  The  tale  neglects  to  mention 
how  the  Governor  managed  to  get  his  horse 
down  the  stairs;  but  rather,  it  attempts  to 
establish  the  idea  that  this  scene  can  be  wit- 
nessed on  the  last  day  of  every  August  having 
two  full  moons. 

Another   story   concerns  the   apparition   of 


a  British  office]  who  was  killed  in  a  duel  * > r i 
the  front  lawn  of  the  Man-ion  House.  On 
occasion,  a  white  ghost  can  >lill  be  seen 
prowling  about  in  full  British  uniform,  ap- 
parently in  search  of  his  victorious  adversary. 
There  are  man\  more  legends  concerning 
the  early  colonial  history  of  Governor  Dum- 
mer. Certainl)  a  knowledge  of  this  colorful 
background  serves  to  enhance  ones  appre- 
ciation of  the  history  of  America  s  oldest 
preparatory  school.

SOCCER  TEAM  IS  FIFTH

On  October  25  the  Governor  Dummer 
varsity  football  team  played  host  to  the 
Groton  School  in  the  Byfield  Howl.

While  the 
Governors  did  not  have  the  necessary  scor- 
ing punch  in  their  newly  developed  offense, 
they  played  a  commendable  defensive  game. 
Lonnie  Churchill  continued  his  fine  running 
on  the  offense,  and  Tom  Woodruff  took  a 
well-executed  pass  from  Captain  Randy  Light 
to  set  up  the  Governors'  scoring  threat. 

The  St.  Mark's  gridiron  was  the  site  of 
the  Governors'  game  on  November  1.  From 
the  beginning  St.  Mark's  hard-hitting  offense 
drove  the  Governors  yard  by  yard  down  the 
field  to  repeated  scores.  {  idike  the  Groton 
game,  this  was  a  battle  of  offenses;  and  St.

Having  won  tv\o  games,  tied  one.  and  losl 
three,  the  varsity  soccer  team  went  to  (ion- 
cord.  New  Hampshire,  on  October  22  to 
pla\  St.  Paul's,  probably  the  most  powerful 
team  it  was  to  meel  this  season.  Although 
the  Governors  did  not  let  up  their  fighting 
charge,  they  could  not  stop  St.  Paul  s  from 
scoring  seven  goals. 

On  Saturday.  October  25.  the  team  enter- 
tained Tabor  Academy  on  Whipple  Field  in 
their  fifth  league  game.  The  Governors  h ad 
a  great  deal  of  spirit  and  enthusiasm  both 
on  the  field  and  on  the  bench.  The  starting 
lineup  was  as  follows:  Cal  Ringquist  and 
Pete  Buckingham  at  the  outsides,  Pete  Bost- 
wick  and  Bob  Pouch  at  the  insides,  Pete 
Sherin  at  center.  Jack  Czelusniak.  Alan  Tuck- 
er, and  Geoff  Nichols  at  halfback.  Arnie 
Wood  and  George  Poland  at  the  lullback 
positions,  and  Bill  Whiting  in  the  goal.  The 
team  played  extremely  well,  and  a:most  every 
pass  was  on  target.  It  was  raining  during  the 
second  quarter  when  the  first  goal  ot  the 
game  was  scored  by  Tabor.  I  he  Governors 
came  back  full  force  with  a  goal  by  Pete 
Sherin  after  a  fierce  scramble  in  front  of  the 
cage.  Both  clubs  played  well  in  the  second
